| DETAILS: 


2 The March, 1966, administrative reports for all offices indicate 

that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100 and 105 
increased from 19,234 to 19,242. _ Delinquent items increased from 1,311 
to 1.353. The percentage of delinquent Items increased from 6.8 per cent 
to 7.0 per cent. These same reports, disclose that in the 157 classifica- 
tion total pending active matters increased from 4,832 to 4,864; delin- 
quency increased from 655 to 712; and the percentage of delinquency 
increased from 13.6 per cent to 14.6 per cent. 

The following statistics show the status of pending active 
matters and delinquency for all field divisions for the last six months.*

There was a very substantial increase in the volume f' 
of mail when the Crime Records Division was placed under the 

1 over. -all supervision of this office. A recent mail count 
revealed an average of over 360 items daily (incoming and 
outgoing) crossing my desk.

At the present time all additions to the Security 
Index are finally approved in this office after having 
previously been approved by the case supervisor, Unit Superb 
visor in Charge, Section Chief and Assistant Director in^the 
Domestic Intelligence Division. This system was instituted 
in the 'Spring of 1960 by former Assistant to the Director 

and requires review by me of the recommenda- 
tions as well as the supporting material. (See copy of memo 
to 5/20/60, attached.) Prior. to that time 

'final approval was rested in appropriate Section Chiefs. 

While I am unable to locate in the files the back- 
i ground which prompted to institute this procedure, 

I recall that there was some concern at that time as to the 
large number of persons on the Security Index. In this regard, 
on 5/20/60 there were 12,339 persons on the Security Index as 
compared with 9,947 as of 5/27/66. 


RECOMMENDATION:

supervisor in charge of the particular unit; and (3) Filial approval 
on the Section Chief's level except very close cases which were 
referred to. you . 

Above practice was continued until the recent past; however , 
upon instructions from office , in addition to the above 

steps . all cases are now being referred to you for review and 
subsequently to office for the final decision with 

respect to the inclusion of the individual's name in the SI. 

The mechanics involved in the deletion of a subject's name 
from the SI continue to be the same as described in referenced 
memorandum of December 3, 1958, namely, if deletion is recommended 
bv the field and the substantive supervisor and the supervisor in 
Charge of the unit both concur with the field's recommendation, the 
deletion is made at that level. In those cases, however, where any 
appreciable room for doubt exists as to whether a subject's name 
should' be deleted from the SI, the cases are referred to my office, 
and in some instances to you, for a final determination. ;

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence an 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of August 31, 1966, is set forth below. 

In August, 1966, there was an increase in pending active matters 

in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,505 to_19,649. 

Delinquent matters decreased from 1,316 to 1,024 . The percentage of- .. 
.delinquent matters decreased from 6.7 per cent t o 5.2 p er cent. 

\ During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 

classification fncreased from 4,762 to 5,115 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 477 to 353. The field-wide delinquency m this classi- 
fication decreased from 10.0 per cent to 6.9 per cent.

r; DELINQUENCY IN SECURITY INVESTIGATO DNg, 


SYNOPSIS : 

Each month we follow, the field closely on t5he status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of September 30, 1966, is set forth below. 

In September, 1966, there was a decrease in pending active matters 
in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,649 to 19,045. 
Delinquency matters increased from 1,024 to 1,198. The percentage of .. 
delinquent matters increased from 5.2 per cent to 6.3 per cent. 

y During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 

* classification remained the same at 5,115 while delinquent matters decreasec 
from 353 to 342. The field-wide delinquency in this classification j 

decreased from 6.9 per cent to 6.7 per cent. |

DETAILS: 


The September, 1966, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classification 65, 100, 
and 105 decreased from 19,649 to 19,045. Delinquent items increased from 
j 5.2 per cent to 6.3 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 
| classification total pending active matters remained the same at 5,115; 
j delinquency decreased from 353 to 342; and the percentage of delinquency 
j decreased from 6.9 per cent to 6.7 per cent.

Each month we follow the field closely on the status~ot 
I security work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign 
intelligence and racial matters cases in classifications 65,- 100, 105 
and 157. Status of these cases as of October 31, 1966, is set forth below 

In October, 1966, there was an increase in pending active; 
matters in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,045 
to 19,675. Delinquency matters remained the same at 1,198. They* 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 6.3 per cent to 6.1

I During* the same month, pending active matters in the/157 

- classification increased from 5,115 to 5,217 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 342 to 328. The field-wide delinquency in this , 

classification decreased from 6.7 per cent to 6.3 per cent. 

Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on pages 4 and 5 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing 
out the necessity for bringing their cases in these classifications 
to a current status.

| indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

100, and 105 increased from 19,045 to 19,675. Delinquent items 
remained the sane at 1,198. The percentage of delinquent items 
I decreased from 6.3 per cent to 6.1 per cent. These same reports disclose 
j that in the 157 classification total pending active matters increased 
-i from 5,115 to 5,217; delinquency decreased from 342 to 328; and the 
| percentage of delinquency decreased from 6.7 per cent to 6.3 per cent.

We presently have included in the Security Index 
names of 9,939 (as of October 14, 1966) individuals.; Each 
Security Index case Is thoroughly re-evaluated at least once 
annually at the Bureau and in the field to insure that the 
cases are sound in every respect should it be necessary to 
invoke the Emergency Detention Program. If it is found 
that the subject's activities no longer justify the retention 
of his name in the Security Index, immediate steps are taken 
to insure that his name is removed* therefrom. • 

RESERVE INDEX 

* In June, 1960, the then Communist Index, maintained 
only in the field, was renamed the Reserve Index and a 
program of bringing the cases of individuals whose names were 
included therein up to date was instituted. We broke the 
Reserve Index into Section A and Section B. Section A 
contains a list of individuals who should receive priority 
consideration from the standpoint of investigation, interro- 
gation or other action following implementation of the 
Emergency Detention Program. Section A cards are maintained 
at the Seat of Government and in the field. These cases 
are reviewed on an annual basis and brought up to date. 

We presently have included in Section A of the Reserve Index 
the names of 1,830 individuals. Section B cards are main- 
tained only in the field.

DISSEMINATION - INCLUDING CHECKS FOR AVAILABILITY 

■ OP INFORMANTS AN D SOURCES — 

i Security reports are disseminated to numerous 
Interested agencies throughout the executive branch of 
the Government. By far the vast majority of such reports 
received are disseminated outside the Bureau. The 
responsibility of such dissemination necessitates careful 
end thorough evaluation of each report to assure that it 
is absolutely accurate both In form and content. In April, 
1964, vs Initiated a program of dissemination of letterhead 
memorandum in all Security Index cases to Secret Service in 
connection with its responsibilities for Presidential 
protection. Initial dissemination was accomplished by 
early June, 1964, and as names of individuals are added to 
the Security Index appropriate letterhead memoranda are 
submitted to Secret Service. In addition, vs keep Secret 
Service advised of changes in rnss status or those 
individuals on a continuing basis. 


We are continuing to receive a heavy volume of 
requests from various departments of the executive branch 
of* the Government for the availability of witnesses 
appearing in reports previously disseminated for appearance 
at hearings being conducted by such agencies as the 
Department of Defense and United States Coast Guard in 
efforts to remove subversives from access to classified 
data and/or restricted areas. 

During the period November 1, 1965, through 
October 31, 1966, the identities of 27 potential witnesses 
were made available to these agencies for possible utilization 
at hearings.

^ FRAUD AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT AND OTHER VIOLATIONS ARISING 
OUT OF SECURITY INVESTIGATIONS - 

One of the principal violations has been violation 
of the Fraud Against the Government Statute arising primarily 
from a subject's failure to list membership in a subversive 
organization when executing such documents as personnel 
security questionnaires. We have averaged opening 6 cases 
: per month in this category during the past year and these 
cases are handled on one desk for uniformity. The principal 
difficulty in connection with these cases has been the 
developing of witnesses other than current active valuable 
informants who can testify to a subject *s membership in the 
prescribed organization.
